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MADAM: 


I have the honour to submit the Report of the Department of 
Public Printing and Stationery for the fiscal year ended March 31, 
1966. 


The report gives a general view of the activities of the department 
concerning the publishing, the printing and the distribution of the 
government publications. 
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Supporting Services 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 


The total staff strength of the Department on March 31, 1966, totalled 
205 employees as compared to 184 on the same date last year. 

The staff turnover during the past year involved 48 separations and 
77 appointments. 

The Administrative Services have the responsibility for the procurement 
of materials for internal department use, including stationery, office supplies, 
furnishings, telephones, etc., and other services related to the liaison necessary 
for purposes of obtaining accommodation needs, repairs, renovations, etc. 


FINANCIAL SERVICES 


In the latter part of the fiscal year a survey was undertaken by the 
Management Analysis Division of the Civil Service Commission with a view 
to studying the financial structure of the department. The recommendations 
of this report, coupled with the forthcoming “Guide to Canadian Government 
Publishing” and the new “Program Review and Estimates Manual Procedures” 
will have a bearing on the functions and activities of the division. 

The revenue from the sales of publications amounted to $1,948,340. 

Royalties received were in the sum of $26,616. These consisted mainly 
in the sale abroad of the SBX and XBX Plans for Physical Fitness. 


Departmental Activities 


PRINT PROCUREMENT DIVISION 


From December 1, 1965, to March 31, 1966, this division issued 227 
requisitions in order to send publications through the Department of Defence 
Production warehouse (bulk stores) to customer departments, or to meet the 
free distribution list requirements. 

During the fiscal year, the procurement and maintenance of adequate 
stocks of Parliamentary papers required 862 printing requisitions for Chap- 
ters and Statutory Orders and Regulations. To satisfy the requirements of 
government departments and agencies, 1,944 printing requisitions were 
processed along with 821 requisitions for our own department’s stocks. In 
connection with print procurement activities, 1,450 letters and memoranda 
were written. 

The Division continued its endeavours to maintain the availability of 
publications already in existence by reprints, whenever demand warrants it, 
and to ensure that sufficient quantities of new publications are available 
to meet the sales requirements. 


PUBLISHING PRODUCTION DIVISION 


A total of 2,683 requisitions were processed by this Division during 
the past fiscal year, representing an increase of 36% over the previous year. 

Preplanning with departments on publications has been one of our 
projects, and it is pleasing to note that we are getting more co-operation 
from our customer departments, resulting in some improvement over the 
scheduling of some of the work. 

Copy Editing remains a big problem due to the poor preparation of 
manuscripts received, but here again it is hoped that by guidance and meet- 
ings with the personnel involved these will be improved. 

The Print Design section was increased in size towards the end of the 
year, and this has helped to give service to more departments in creative 
artwork and the preparation of finished artwork ready for camera. 
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Estimating still takes up a considerable amount of time, but it is neces- 
sary in forming ideas as to the best or most economical method of produc- 
tion for any given publication—which are all-custom made to suit the 
requirements of the department. 


PURCHASING DIVISION 


Effective April 1, 1965, the Purchasing Branch was relieved of the 
responsibility of processing printing requisitions for work planned for pro- 
duction within the Canadian Government Printing Bureau, since no purchas- 
ing action was or is involved from that source. Printing requisitions involving 
work which the Canadian Government Printing Bureau is equipped to pro- 
duce, are channelled directly to that organization when received by the 
Department of Public Printing and Stationery, at which time the decision 
is made by Production Officers of the Canadian Government Printing Bureau 
to accept the work for “in plant” processing or return to the Department 
of Public Printing and Stationery for commercial procurement. 

An expanded publishing programme and a greater demand for the 
technical services of commercial organizations, particularly in the area of copy 
preparation, by various departments of Government, have resulted in a 40% 
increase in the number of printing requisitions processed by the Purchasing 
Branch during the fiscal year—(see Table J).

For reasons other than those attributed to increases in labour and mate- 
rial cost over the past fiscal year, the cumulative value of purchase contracts 
has increased by 83%. Logically, the greatest increases are reflected in the 
cost of the standard methods of reproduction. The records indicate that the 
printing of Canada Pension Plan literature contributed largely to the cost of 
the increased value of lithographic reproductions, while the increased cost 
of letterpress reproductions and typesetting contracts was the result of the 
restricted normal composition capability within the Canadian Government

Printing Bureau; directing a greater percentage of this type of work to com-

Sales Promotion 


Again this year, the sales promotion program was intensified for both 
Canadian Government and International organizations publications, so that 
business firms, educational institutions, private organizations, government 
officials and individuals are kept informed of the official documents and other 
books and periodicals that are available. Publications were displayed with 
success during various International and National book exhibitions. 


5BX and XBX Plans 


Sales of the RCAF 5BX and XBX Plans for Physical Fitness have 
reached well over 10,000,000 copies, mostly abroad. 
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Government Bookshops 


Bookshops in operation in Ottawa, Toronto, Montreal, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver, proved again to be highly successful in providing a service to the 
public. Sales amounted as follows in the current year:

Plans are being prepared to open a bookshop in Halifax during the 
coming fiscal year. A sales desk was opened during the summer months in 
the Parliament Buildings to provide service to visitors. 


INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS PUBLICATIONS 


During the past fiscal year, the Queen’s Printer has been the Sales 
Agent for eighteen International Organizations. They are: Assembly of 
Western European Union, Commonwealth Economic Committee, Council 
of Europe, Food and Agriculture Organization, General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, International Atomic Energy Agency, International Civil Avia- 
tion, International Labour Organization, International Telecommunications 
Union, New Zealand Government Publications, Organization of American 
States (Pan American Union), Organization for Economic Co-operation and 


Development, Publications filmées d’art et d’ histoire, Unesco Institute for 
Education, United Nations Organization, United Nations Educational, Scien- 


tific and Cultural Organization, World Health Organization, World Meteoro- 
logical Organization. 


DOCUMENTS LIBRARY 


The Library is responsible for the following: the cataloguing and classi- 
fying of official publications emanating from Parliament, government depart- 
ments and other federal agencies; the production of the daily checklist; the 
monthly catalogues, the annual catalogues, the sectional catalogues; the 
“Canadian Book at the Frankfurt Book Fair in West Germany”; the price 
lists; the listing, in the monthly and annual catalogues, of publications of 
international organizations for whom the Queen’s Printer is the national agent. 

The subscription price of the monthly catalogue was reduced to three 
dollars during the past year, and the annual catalogue was made a separate 
item of purchase at a price of one dollar and thirty cents. 
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Depository copies of Federal government publications were processed 
and placed on the shelves. These are available for study and research, on 
the premises, by our staff as well as by the public. 

There were approximately 125 catalogue numbers assigned to publica- 
tions monthly (these are assigned at the manuscript stage of publication); 
5,000 items were listed in the current fiscal year:

GOVERNMENT CENTRAL DISTRIBUTION SERVICES 


CIRCULATION DIVISION 


Periodicals Order Issue Section 


Changes in format of several publications to loose-leaf services, and the 
acquisition of several new periodicals, placed an extremely heavy burden on 
the order issue staff. Thousands of new paid orders were processed which 
added to the increase of receipts by $23,734.50 for a total of $409,077.00. 
In the same period, 4,003 additional free subscriptions were entered as pro- 
vided by T.B. 477983. 

In addition to its regular order issue duties, the Section produced on its 
flexowriters approximately 2,000 personalized form letters for other divisions 
of the Department. Help was also given to the Embossing Section through 
the production of tapes for the creation of various mailing lists of some 15,000 
names. 


Embossing Section 


The conversion program from Addressograph to Speedaumat, started 
last year, was continued by the Section. For the 2,025 lists now maintained 
by the Department, 198,249 Speedaumat and 60,327 Addressograph “B” 
plates were embossed, checked and filed. An additional 16,929 “B” plates 
were prepared for lists maintained in other agencies. Research was con- 
ducted to clear thousands of enquiries and changes of address. 

It should be mentioned that the Section, as a result of the conversion 
program and the additional 157 mailing lists created, has been under the 
strain of operating with a three to four-week work surplus for most of the year. 
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Loose-Leaf Section 


This Section had an extremely difficult time during the year. The work 
load not only increased by one hundred per cent, but extra duties were 
added through the thousands of back orders made necessary by delayed 
deliveries of binders and reprints of certain items. 

During the year, in addition to maintaining its stock up-to-date, the 
Section filled over 8,200 new orders for loose-leaf material, and performed 
405,309 manual insertions for the distribution of amendments, a substantial 
increase over the preceding year. 


MAILING DIVISION 


The Division is most grateful for the assistance provided by the National 
Revenue Income Tax staff situated in the building. The supervisor of that 
Unit not only supplied operators to run our inserting equipment on occasion, 
but also inserted hundreds of thousands of envelopes on our behalf in his 
own section. Without this additional help, the Mailing Section would have 
been unable to provide many of the services requested by other Departments 
and Agencies. 


Machine Section 


During the year, the Section performed a total of 11,360,670 addressings 
and 3,900,586 insertions by mechanical means. 

Over 2,624,979 single copy mailings of periodicals were processed 
through the Cheshire mailer, and more than 200,000 explanatory notices 
and form letters were mimeographed and folded to facilitate distribution and 
the operations of other Divisions. 

The maintenance program of all equipment was continued by the opera- 
tors on a regular basis with minor repairs made and new parts installed as 
necessary. 


General Services Section 


The duties of this Section increased enormously during the year and a 
great deal of help was received from the Post Office and Machine Sections. 
Many pieces, normally inserted by mechanical means, were of a size beyond 
the capacity of our equipment and, consequently, had to be inserted or 
packaged manually. A total of 3,310,800 pieces were inserted by hand during 
the year. The Section received and made all necessary documentation for 
several thousand incoming shipments. Hundreds of delivery slips were pre- 
pared for local deliveries. 
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The Section continued to exercise control over the various distribution 


and addressing functions through the preparation, issuance and audit of work 
orders for each job.

A total of 71,855 filled bags were delivered to the Post Office. 


Daily Checklist Fulfilment Section 


At the end of the year, a total of 2,325 persons and institutions were 
receiving the Daily Checklist, a substantial increase over the preceding year. 
The daily average number of individual returns received was 370. 

In addition, 49 copies of each English language publication and 15 copies 
of each French language publication were shipped each day to full depository 
libraries. 


Packing Section 


In the latter part of the year, all Packers and Helpers of the Mail Order 
Publications Bookshop were transferred to the Distribution Services Mailing 
Division. The packing functions of the Department have now been central- 
ized, and this is proving to be most beneficial for all divisions as well as for 
the other government agencies using our services. As this Section has only 
been in operation as a unit for some ten days prior to the end of the year, 
no report on its activities is available for 1965-66. 

Each employee of this Section will be trained during the coming year 
to perform the duties of at least one other position outside the Section. This 
will provide a small employee pool for such manual operations as storemen 
and mail handling during holiday periods. 
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CANADA GAZETTE OFFICE 


During the calendar year 1965, 30,267 notices were published in the 
52 regular issues of Canada Gazette Part I, 10,268 of which were paid for 
by advertisers other than government departments at the rate of 50 cents an 


agate line at the first insertion, pursuant to P.C. 1963-569 of April 11, 1963. 
The 20,000 notices published free of charge for government departments 


account for approximately 65% of the total number of pages printed during 
the year, i.e. 5,365 (including all supplements, extra issues and the Annual 
Index); 9,620 acknowledgement letters giving complete publishing informa- 
tion, as well as approximately 100 special letters of instructions to adver- 
tisers, subscribers, barristers, etc., were mailed out during the year; 58 


Statutory Declarations were also supplied upon request. In so far as amended 
or corrected notices and errata are concerned, our advertisers were respon- 


sible for 8 and the Gazette staff for 5. 

For the record, it is appropriate to mention that on February 8, 1965, 
an extra issue of the Canada Gazette carried Her Majesty’s Royal Proclama- 
tion respecting the adoption of our National Flag. Later on, during April, 
May, June and July, ten extras were issued under Section 17 of the Electoral 
Boundaries Readjustment Act, with detailed descriptions and maps of the 
proposed new electoral districts for each province. The reproduction of the 
flag and the maps in colour constitutes a precedent for the Canada Gazette. 

Canada Gazette Part II (published every 2nd and 4th Wednesday of 
each month) contained, during the same period, 565 Statutory Orders and 
Regulations. The English text of these Regulations represents 1,872 pages. 
In addition, each one of the 24 issues had approximately 5 pages of index 
and table of contents. Four quarterly cumulative indices (140 pages each) 
were issued, as well as four special editions. The total number of pages thus 
printed in English during the year, including extra issues, amounts to 2,580. 
The French counterpart had 1,930 pages, plus 5 additional pages to each issue 
for indices and tables of contents, plus quarterly cumulative indices of 155 
pages each and 28 pages of extra issues, for a total of 2,698, or a grand total 
of 5,278 pages for both the English and French regulations. 


STATUTES OF CANADA OFFICE 


The Statutes of Canada are printed under authority of the Publication 
of Statutes Act, R.S. 1952, Chapter 230. There were two editions published 
simultaneously in the last fiscal year, namely, 1964-65, 13-14 Eliz. II, and 
1965, 14 Eliz. II. Each edition comprised 8,000 copies in English and 2,500 
copies in French. 

Regulations governing the free distribution of Statutes are contained in 
Treasury Board Minute 477983 dated March 31, 1955. Authorized recipients 
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received free of charge 5,444 bound volumes in English, and 1,755 in French, 
of the two sessional editions mentioned above. In addition, free distribution 
of volumes from 1952-53 to 1963, as well as Revised Statutes, 1952, num- 
bered 1,604 English and 608 French. Total sales of all issues during the 
fiscal year were made up of 1,224 English and 209 French volumes. 

Following Royal Assent, advanced copies of Chapters of Public and 
General Acts are printed. After free distribution to Judges and Magistrates, 
and to Daily Checklist recipients, the remainder of 68,875 copies were offered 
for sale to the public. 

The Statutes Office also published 21 issues of Law Reports of the 
Supreme and Exchequer Courts during 1965. There were ten issues for each 
court, and a Supplement for the Exchequer Court containing judgments 
delivered in the years 1956-60. 10,300 copies of each issue were printed for 
distribution on a subscription basis. The twenty-one issues contained 3,226 


pages.
